The Gains We Made 

Most of the time when students have something to say to or 
about the faculty or administration, their comments are far from 
complimentary. But in recent weeks Dr. A. J. Howell, assistant 
dean for business affairs, has worked quietly behind the scenes 
with a couple of students to secure a hot food service grill in the 
snack shack. To show just how closely administrators are willing 
to work with students when students have constructive proposals 
to present should be chronicled. 


Several weeks ago, the Almagest 
received a letter from a student com- 
plaining about the generally poor 
quality of foods and services in the 
shack. Dr. Howell was contacted and 
he asked that the writer of the letter 
and others meet with him to discuss 
the students’ complaints and talk over 
possible solutions. 

What Was Asked For 

The students, in the course of the 
discussions, proposed, among other 
things, additional soft drink machines, 
a hot foods dispensing machine for 
soups and similar items, and a short 
order grill. Dr. Howell told the stu- 
dents, who were working with him 
without knowledge of others on cam- 
pus, that bids were scheduled to be 
presented soon on the services in the 
shack. He asked Best Vendors to ex- 
tend their contract for a short time 
until the students’ suggestions could 
be incorporated into the proposal in- 
vitations. 

Prospective bidders were asked to 
submit proposals incorporating the in- 
creased services requested by the stu- 
dents, and to advise whether such in- 
novations were feasible. When the 
proposals were received recently, 
such was said to be the case and 
Pickett Food Services of Shreveport 
was awarded the contract. Their pro- 
posal surpassed anything the students 
had requested. 

Modifications Needed 

Before the new services can be 
made available, however, some modi- 
fications are required in the snack 
shack. It is hoped that these serv- 
ices will be available by the begin- 
ning of next semester, but if not, they 
will be shortly thereafter. 

And just what have the students 
won by cooperating and working 
closely with the administration? 
We’ve secured all new vending ma- 
chines that, we are assured, will be 
serviced as often as possible to satisfy 
our requirements. We’ve secured all 
new soft drink dispensing machines 
and a machine that will dispense 
freshly brewed coffee. We’ve secured, 
as stated before, a hot foods vending 
machine that will dispense a variety 
of items that the student body, 
through their purchases, will deter- 


mine. New candy and condiment 
machines will also be installed. From 
these machines, the item the pur- 
chaser sees will be the item dis- 
pensed. There will be no dummy 
display area holding empty candy 
wrappers; “Whut chu see is what chu 
git." 

What About the Grill? 

And what about the grill? It will 
contain a malt machine dispensing 
three flavors, a french fry cooker, the 
grill, sink and other necessary para- 
phernalia. Sandwiches, prepared as 
you order, will include jumbo ham- 
burgers and cheeseburgers, and hot 
dogs. And the prices, in all cases, 
will be comparable to those charged 
elsewhere in town. 

Finally, the students gained a bit 
of prestige because of the way dis- 
cussions in this instance were carried 
out. It was proved that when we 
have concrete and reasonable recom- 
mendations, and we present them in 
a congenial manner, the administra- 
tion will listen, and if they can find 
the means, they will cooperate. We 
found that students and administra- 
tors can work in harmony, and in this 
day of students lying dead on side- 
walks of our campuses, that has to 
be the greatest possible gain.

William Howard Bronson will live 
at Louisiana State University in 
Shreveport. This is the university 
he built, and how he built it is a 
story that cannot be told. The sacri- 
fices, the headaches, the battles 
fought for our benefit, all these Mr. 
Bronson suffered so that the citizens 
of Northwest Louisiana would have 
the same opportunity to secure a col- 
lege education as do the citizens of 
Ruston and Hammond and Eunice 
and Natchitoches. 

Mr. Bronson was, until his death 
several days ago, the power from this 
area on the Louisiana Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education who 
fought tirelessly for our four-year de- 
gree-granting status. As Caddo Sena- 
tor Don Williamson said recently, the 
“Shreveport Times” publisher and 
editor did the in-figthing in our be- 
half. And what thanks did he get from 
those of us who he wanted to help? 
Several days after our degree- granting 
status had been approved, only two 
telephone calls and two letters had 
been received by Mr. Bronson’s of- 
fice. But this did not concern this 
giant among men. He knew his ef- 
forts were appreciated just as he knew 
that students aren’t in the habit nowa- 
days of saying “Thanks.” 

Alabama-born, Mr. Bronson came 
to Shreveport in 1938. One of his 
chief aims was to see to it that Louisi- 
ana youth secured the best education 
possible, and he worked constantly 
toward this end. His newspaper has 
campus correspondents throughout 
Louisiana and the Times sponsors a 
summer intern program for college 
students who will be Louisiana’s jour- 
nalists tomorrow. For all these things, 
we owe thanks to William Howard 
Bronson.
